Q. “On our baby ward the 
‘rush hour’ for new arrivals 
seems to be during the wee 
morning hours.

California State Legislature 


During the last hours of our leg- 
islative session, it’s not a particu- 
larly easy job to discuss the more 
important measures still before us. 
Even as this is written, decisions 
are being made or actions taken 
which will influence the final out- 
come on legislation which would 
affect every resident of California. 

As of right now, there are three 
basic issues still before us, but any 
one of these, or even all three may 
have been decided before you read 
this. .In addition to these, there 
are still hundreds of other bills 
moving through our legislative 
mills, each of importafce to a par- 
ticular group or groups as well as 
to the general public. 

First of all, there is our state 
budget for the next fiscal year. 
Both the Senate and the Assembly 
have passed a budget bill. The two 
versions are fairly close together 
in total, and the differences should 
not take long to iron out. It seems 
reasonably certain now that the 
total will be close to $2,225,000,- 
the highest state budget in his- 
tory. 

Second, there is the matter of 


ect legislation and money. The 
principal bill, which would call for 
a bond issue of $1,750,000,000 to 
be voted on by the people and 
would provide a north-south con- 
struction program covering the 
next twenty-five years, has passed 
the Senate, though it was several 
times amended to remove objec- 
tions. Since then, it has emerged 
unchanged from the Assembly wa- 
ter committee. 

In addition to our work on these 
basic matters, the statistics show 
that we haven’t done too badly in 
carrying out our responsibilities 
under the new constitutional pro- 
visions governing our legislative 
operations. Our procedures were 
considerably changed because of 
the elimination of the previous re- 
cess, but it is generally felt that
